Commission had suggested monitoring 
reports to be submitted from 07.04.2015 
(1 st report) and there after 4 more 
reports cumulating in compilation of final 
report on 15.08.2015 

It has been proposed that keeping in view the 
various activities to be under taken, the first 
periodical report will be submitted by _31 sl May, 
2015, second report bv 30-6-2015 and final rennrt 
by 31-8-2015. 

The Commission had instructed that the 
feeding of Aadhar number and EPIC 
number of electors should be done 
through National Voter's Service portal 
(NVSP) using web services through 
Election Commission of India's Website. 

In this connection it has been proposed that 
initially/the primary data entry will be done in the 
CEO Gujarat's Portal and after data entry is 
completed the entire data will be uploaded/ 
transferred on National Voter's Service Portal 
(NVSP). It has been informed, that as on date, 
10,41,467 number of Aadhar card data has been 
entered' already. It has also been stated that they 
are checking the validity of these numbers at the 
time of data eattyilself. ’ 

It was instructed that BLOs should form. 
Booth Awareness Groups (BAGs). 

It has been stated that this being the local Body 
election's year in Gujarat, formation of such groups 
may lead to unnecessary criticism, allegation and 
confusion. Therefore, instead it has been proposed 
to take up SVEEP activity at village level by

i! CEO, Bihar has made a request to allow suo-motu deletion of the duplicate entries in 

! I elec,oral ro11 - found ^ de-duplication software and subsequently verified by the concerned 
EROs, during the current year, which is an election year in the State. 

Section 22 of Representation of People Act, 1950, inter-alia provides that if the 
ERO, on application made to him or bn his own motion, is satisfied after such enquiry as he 
thinks fit, that any entry in the electoral roll should be deleted on the ground that the person 
concerned is dead or has ceased to be ordinarily resident or is otherwise not entitled to be 
registered, the ERO shall, subject to such general or special directions as may be given by 
Election Commission delete the entry [after proper verification of facts in prescribed 
manner.] Proviso to Section 22 further mentions that the ERO shall give the person 
concerned a reasonable opportunity of being heard in respect of the action regarding 
deletion of his name proposed to be taken by the ERO. 

In the light of above provision, the Commission has issued instructions laying down 
the procedure to be followed by EROs for deletion of names of electors from electoral roll 
from timgjto time. The detailed instructions in the matter were issued by the Commission 
on 11.04:2013, whereby the EROs were directed to make deletion in various situations, such 
as death, shifting, missing, disqualification and repeated entry, applying the parameters 
given therein, which are summarized as below :- 


a. Deletion on account of death - On basis of death certificate / BLO’s report / 
Form - 7 -No further enquiry. 

b. Deletion on account of shifting - Hearing must, if whereabout of elector is 
known. If whereabout not known, notice will be pasted. 

^ c. Deletion on account of disqualification - In case of underage, enquiry will be 
1 4^1/ held and documentary proof be obtained. In case of disqualification relating to 

'I (j Section 16, deletion on the basis of competent Court’s order. 

d. Deletion on account of repeated entries - Verification must and deletion on the 
SojSmm basis of Form 7, from the places other than that where elector ordinarily 
4 .n Mn-nowi resides. 

The Commission has been receiving complaints at the time of election that names 
of electors have been wrongly deleted. To avoid such occurrence in an election year, the 
Commission vide its instructions contained in lett^dated 11.12.2013, made it clear to the 
CEOs that after the final publication of the rolls, no suo-motu deletion shall be done in an 
Is election year and deletion can be done only on the basis of Form 7 or on the basis of a 
, | request made by the concerned elector in part IV of Form 6. 


During 2014 Lok Sabha elections, the Commission received some complaints of 
wrong deletion and therefore, the Commission reiterated vide its circular letter dated 
30.05.2014 that no suo-motu deletion should be done and even when deletion is proposed to 
be done on the basis of Form 7 / part IV of Form 6, ERO must take prior approval of DEO. 




The c n was, however, slightly modified vide letter dated 09.09.2014 stating that 
suo-naliteeletion should be done only in cases where it is not possible to obtain Form 7 or 
where it is otherwise unavoidable. The decision in the matter is to be taken by ERO.

In view of the above, the latest position is that an ERO can make suo-motu deletion 
after following due procedure. 

In Ibis connection, it would not be out of context to refer to the Commission’s 
directions issued on the occasion of launching of National Electoral Roll Purification and 
Authentication Programme (NERPAP). The main objective of the programme is removal of 
multiple entries existing in the electoral roll on the basis of authentication with Aadhar data, 
if EROs are not allowed to delete duplicate names, then the very purpose of the programme 
will be defeated. Therefore, the CEO, Bihar’s request for deletion of duplicate / multiple 
entries may be approved subject to the condition that due procedure is followed and proper 
record thereof is kept in each case by the concerned ERO. To obviate possible wrong 
deletion during an election year, the EROs may be asked to be doubly sure of the procedure 
followed before deletion. They may also be asked to share the list of deletions with political 
parties and put on CEO’s website for pubic. 

Accordingly, a draft letter^iddressed to CEO, Bihar is put up on the file. This may
